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GREENFIELD'S GALLOWS. 


Execution of a Wife-Murderer This 
Morning. 


Kring’s Fac-Simile Found in New 
York State. 


The Woman-Slayer Tried Six Times, 
Sentenced Thrice, Reprieved Six 
Times, but Finally Meets 
His Doom. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., August 5.—Nathan Or- 
lando Greentield was executed this morning 
for the murder of his wife, Alice, at Orwell, 
Oswego county, October, 1875. The case was 
remarkable forthe stubborn contest inthe 
courts, intbhree trials the jury disagreeing 
andtwice finding him guilty—three death 
sentences and five staysand reprieves. [he ex- 
ecution took place five years and nine months 
after the crime was committed. After so 
many escapes from the gallows, Greenfield 
was confident he would not be hanzed, and 
gave up bope of commutation only under the 
gallows. Various efforts to gain the Govern- 
or’s interference were in vain. The execu- 
tion took place in the jail in presence of 200 
persons—ofticials, witnesses and press rep- 
resentatives. The prisoner was cool and 
uaconcerned. Being asked if he _ had 
anything to say, he replied,‘*Nothing.”? The 
trap was sprung atll o’clock. A scene 
took place just before the execution. The 
prisoner’s brother insisted in standing by 
bim to the last, declaring bim to be innocent, 
This the Sheriff refused as unlawful. 

Greenfield had an affecting interview with 
his brother and cousin this morning. He 
assured them of his innocence and readiness 
to die. ‘The chaplain of the prison held reli- 
gious exercises and implored the prisoner to 
confess his guilt. He _ protested his 
innocence. In his cell he prayed 
fervently for God’s merev upon 
himself and his enemies and those who 
perjured themselves in his trials. ‘*Thou 
Knowest, 0 God! that lam innocent,’’ was 
his declaration. He went calmly to the scaf- 
fold, supported by the officers, who noticed 
notremor or faltering under tue gallows. 
When asked by the Sheriff 1f he bad anv con- 
fession or statement to make he said: 
“T have none to make. As Christ 
is cood, it is true I am 
innocent. lam heartily obliged for your 
kindness.” Thirteen minutes after he fell he 
was pronounced dead. His body was taken 
by Oswego county friends.

Wednesday 
and yesterday he saw priests and friends, but 
maintained his innocence, refused to make a 
confession, and claimed the hope of another 
reprieve. Yesterday he prayed with his 
friends, and Mrs. Gibson and Jobn Green- 
tield prayedfor him. He bade an affectionate 
farewell to his daughter Cora. LHe slept 
but little last night, but prayed, 
wrote letters and conversed cheerfully. He 
ate well this morning, and begged to have the 
execution postponed until 2 o’clock, but was 
refused. He bade farewell to his friends at 
8:45. Judge Huntington, his counsel, broke 
down, cried and left the jail. Greenfield 
maintained his cheerfulness to the gallows. 

At 10:48 o’clock Greentield ascended the 
steps of the gallows and stepped under the 
noose. He did not exhibit any agitation, al- 
though his face was slightly  flusbed. 
The chaplain began to pray and _ fin- 
ished at 10:55. When the chaplain had finished 
Undersheriff Bennett stepped forward, pin- 
ioned the prisoner’s arms and legs and ad- 
justed the noose. Hewas asked by the sher- 
iffand chaplain if he had anything to say and 
he replied “*‘No.’’ The trap was sprung and 
the drop fell at 10:58 a.m. The neck was not 
broken, and after hanging thirteen minutes 
the doctors pronounced life extinct.

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THAT OLD NORSKE VESSEL. 


An Account of its Discovery by Our 
Minister to Sweden and Norway. 
From the Buftalo Courier. 

Inaletter the Hon. John L. Stevens, now 
I nited States Minister toSweden and Not- 


way, describes the well preserved remains of | 


an old Norse vessel built 1.000 years ago, af- 
teen months since exhumed from its burial 
place, some mention of Which discovery Was 
made in the editorial columns of the Courier 
some months avo. Some leagues distant 
southwest from Stockholin, there is a small 
villave ca'led Gogstad, near which there isa 
tumius long knownin the local traditions 
under the name of King’s Hill. In the 
brosd = fields and meadows stretching 
from the water’s edge of the fjord to the foot 
of the mountains, is situated this round hill, 
pearly 15) feetia diameter, which is covered 
with green turf. A proud and powerful 
Norse king, it was told from generation to 
veneration, had found here his last resting- 
piace, surrounded by his borses and his dogs. 
and with precious treasures of coins and jew- 
els placed near lis body. here recent tnves- 
tigation bas unearthed a vessel of war 
of tbe pinth century—a complete craft— 
in which some unknown chieftain at the 
close of his career of exploits north and 
south; on fjord, river and sea, bad been en- 
tombed with the regal honors of his people 
avd time. The sons of the farmer on whose 
land the tumulus is situated in January, 
ixs0, began an excavation, and, digging down 
from the top, were not longin striking tim- 
ber. They suspended their work, and re- 
ported their discovery to the learned men_ of 
an antiquarian association at Christianai. The 
latter atonce sent an antiquarian expert to 
take up the task where tbe sons of the farmer 
had leftit, and successfully pushed the in- 
vestigation. The digging continued some 
weeks, finally revealing the complete hull of 
un old Viking craft, seventy-four feet in 
leneth, sixteen feet broad amidships,drawing 
tive feet, with twenty rios. The little round 
Hill from which it was dug is nearly a mile 
from the water line of the fjord, and the 
character of the alluvial soil conclusively 
proves that in former centuries’ the 
waters reached its base. The vessel evi- 
dentivy had been drawn from the 
fiord on shore and placed on a laver 
of bazei branches and moss, and the sides had 
been covered with clay, and the whole had 
been filled with earth and sand to 
formtbe funersai mound. The vessel Was 
placed with the stern toward the sea, in ac- 
cord with the opinion of the time,that when 
when the Great Father of gods and men 
should call the buried chieftain, be micht 
start from his burial tom) with his fully ap- 
pointed craft on the foaming ocean. Within 
and at the bottom of the vessel were found 
the remains of several small finely-shiped 
ocken boats, placed over a considerable num- 
ber of oars, some of these for the small bouts, 
others fulltwenty feet in length for aiding 
the propulsion of the larvercrafi. Thejform 
aod tinish of these oars seareely admit of im- 
provement, much like those in use at the 
present day at boat races, ending in a small, 
fine cut blade, some with 
namentalearvings. Ina pile of oak Jchips 
wus found anelegantly shaped hatchet of the 
shape peculiar to the young iron age. All 
slong tbe outer sides of the vessel, nearly 
fiom stem to stern, extended a row of circu- 
lur shields, placed like scales of tish, and 
these are partly painted in vellow and black. 
In the middle of the vessel a large oak block, 
hrmly secured to the bottom, with a square 
hole for the mast, and several contrivances, 
shows plainly that the mast could be laid 
down alt. In this partof the vessel was con- 
structed the funeral chamber, formed by 
sirong planks and beams placed obliquely 
wnd covering a roof about fifteen feet square. 
Here a keen disappointment met the explor- 
ers. Some ruthless hand, nerved = by 
avarice, bad preceded them. In some 
anterior time, when the costiv weapons 
and jewels of buried heroes made 
temptation too strong for the super- 
stitious veneration of the surviving war- 
riors, Or ata later dav. whenthe greed for 
wealth was overmastering with the sons of 
Northmen, the burial mound had been dese- 
crated, its jeweled contents taken away, and 
What wos left was dueto the haste and fear 
nnder which the ropnbers had dove their 
work-—«a few human bones, some shreds of a 
kind of brocade, some fragments of bridles, 
suddles, in bronze, silver and lead, and some 
metal buttons on one of which is a remark- 
able representation of a cavalier with a low- 
ered lance. On each side of the chamber 
were discovered the boues of a horse and of 
twodogs. Inthe forward part of the ship 
was fo und a large copper vesscl, supposed to 
be ibe kitchen ealdronof the crew, hammer- 
ed outof a single piece of copper, giving 
striking proofof the antique period of the 
handicraft. The Whole of this re- 
markable specimen has heen care 

buddy exeavated and removed to 
elristiania, and placed” erect on its 
Leclinabuilding specially prepared to re- 
eeive tt. As tothe time which hus passed 
during ‘vhich this piece of ancient Norse na- 
val architecture has lain buried, there is no 
adoubtamonge the antiquarians thatit dates 
jrom the period termed the yvounver ipon ave, 
distant from our day 1,000 vears. The anti- 
qiiaiian museums at Copenhagen, Stockholin, 
and Cbiristiania show the training and the 
experience Wich Scandinavian experts have 
hadon such subjects. A’ thousand vears 
since this vessel was fashioned ovt of solid 
oak! We ecarefully examined its workinin- 
thip. On keel, stem, ribs, and casings were 
tobe seen marks of the builder’s tool as 
pisiniy as though of vesterday, and the fibre 
ofthe onk is wonderfully preserved.- The 
workmanship of iron bolts and rivets was that 
of skillful bands. 
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The Siberian Plague. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The fatal disease known as the “siberian 
Piacue,’’ itis announced, has appeared in 
several provinces of the Russian Empire, and 
has attacked buman inhabitants as well as 
horses, cattle, sheep and other animals near 
St. Petersburg. The disease is notone that 
isepidemic except among animals, and, a-- 
cording to medical historians, is identical 
with the plague from which the Egyptians 
and their cattle suffered in the time of Pha- 
raob. The ravages of the disease are causing 
eorsiderable alarmin England, as more than 
10,000 bales of wool are shipped to England 
annuatlv from these districty, and the **wool- 
sorters’ disease,’’ Which has been very 
prevalentand fatal in Yorkehire, is known 
to be identical with this plague. The 
london ‘Times says that ‘it bas its 
Micin in a low parasitic organism, which, 
when introduced into the blood of a living 
animal, often develops so rapidly and with 
such inimical effect on the life-stream that 
death ensues even within a few hours. The 
organism itself—the bacillus anthracis, 4s it is 
named—soon dies upon its removal from liv- 
ing blood or other media favorable to its nu- 
frition, but ite spore or germ may, in or- 
dinary circumstances, retain vitality and 
power of development for anindefinite time;

The (Queen saw It, 
and what her Majesty didon seeing it was to 
turn her royal back on the Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts ana walk smartly off to another part 
of the grounds. The act was done too pub- 
licly and intoo marked a way to leave any 
doubt of its meaning. Indeed, it has always 
beentaid the Queen would never forgive 
What she thought the scandal of this mar- 
ringe. She holds strict views on such sub- 
jects, of which she has many atime given 
proof and of which she bas now given one 
more at the Baroness Burdett-Coutts’.ex- 
pense. 
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Chinese Students Going Home. 
Washington Special to Philadelphia Times. 

The Chinese Leyation interpreter, Chi, is 
authority for the statement that the with- 
drawal of Chinese students from American 
colleges is not because of any intention to 
place them eithergsin Germany or England or 
under any other foreign government. Ar- 
rangenents have recently been perfected at 
home wherebvthe same advantages can be 
viven as are afforded inthis country. Prof. 
Cummings, an American, is at present con- 
ducting a school of naval officers in China, 
and it is proposed by the Chi- 
nese Government to broaden this 
naval school sO as to include 
instruction in telegraphy, the living lan- 
cuages, military tactics, ete. It will be locat- 
ed at Tsyien. Much annoyance has been ex- 
perienced atthe Chinese Embassy by the var- 
ious rumors and speculations that have found 
their way into print. The Legation has been 
specially annoved by the statement that the 
students were ordered home because they were 
imbibing toomuch American liberty. While 
itis not denied that the students were apt to 
fall too much in love with our institutions to 
be entirely tractable under the home govern- 
ment,we are reminded that their government 
was fully aware of this danger before sending 
them here. It was by no means to be taken 
as an indication of unpleasant relations be- 
tween the two governments, as Americans 
would probably be the leading teachers ~at 
home. The new Minister is expected shortly. 
Some of the present Legation will remain. 
The rest willbe sent on other missions.

Stored With Gifts That Are Guarded 
by an Old Soldier. 
Galena Cor. Louisville Courier-Journal. 

It is cow pretty well understood that Gen. 
Grant has fully concluded to change his resi- 
dence from this city for good, and will in the 
future make New York his home. The Gen- 
eral is very much attached to Galena, and 
but for business enterprises would no doubt 
remain in this city during the remainder of 
his life. Here be was living with his family 
apd other relatives when the war broke out, 
and here are numbered some of his best 
friends, who knew him when a very poor and 
obscure man. His home is situated in a 
very delightful part of the city, and 
persons passing through town on the Illi- 
nois Central have a very good view of the 
Grant residence from the car windows. The 
house is a good, substantial, but rather plain 
two-story brick, the exterior finish and elab- 
oration being modeled after a very simple and 
tusteful stvle of architecture. The yard 1s 
kept in the very best of order, the trees and 
lawn being nicely cut and*trimmed. The 
house for some time has been under the 
charge of an old soldier who served under 
Grant during the late unpleasantness, and, 
with the assistance of the worthy fellow’s 
wife, everything about the establishment is 
kept in the very best of order. Some of the 
furniture bas been taken away and is stored 
ut Long Branch, but many of _ the 
presents presented to the General and his 
wife during their tour around the world are 
still to be seen at their Galena residence, in- 
cluding elegant paintings, valuable and very 
rich china and majolica crockery. His libra- 
ry is still here,and is a very valuable one, 
embracing alechoice library of books on his- 
torical, scientific and art subjects, as well as a 
good assorted variety of works of fiction and 
poetry. Many presents given him while in 
China, Japan and other foreizn countries are 
in{Pbhiladelphia in the care of George 
W. Childs, and perhaps bis numerous 
and costly gifts will never all be gathered to- 
vetber until the retired warrior settles down 
some place to remain. He cannot call Gale- 
ua his homeany more than New York, Osh- 
kosb or Louisville, but it is now generally 
thought here he never will live long enough 
in Galena to run for a full-fledged Alderman. 
Grant still bolds on to his St. Louis farm, 
which is a verv valuable piece of prop- 
erty.

Copper Mining in Arizona. 
Froma Letter to New York Tribune. 

Strange as it may appear, copper is at 
present the best paying interest inthe Ter- 
ritory. The extraordinary discoveries in the 
Mule Mountains little more than a vear ago, 
the ease with which the ore can be mined and 
fused,and the large per cent of the metal ob- 
tuincd, have wrought a temporary revom- 
tion. A buge mass of ore was unfolded on 
the side of the mountain overhanging what is 
known as Mule Pass, about thirty miles from 
Tombstone, and a reduction furnace was built 
ata cost of $25,000, The other initiatory ex- 
penses did not exceed 315,000, and the mine, 
now known as the Copper Queen, paid from 
the first. The mass of ore, forit can hardly 
be called a true fissure vein, appears to pass 
through the bowels ofthe mountain, and ex- 
perts are unable to conjecture the amount of 
metal stowed away. The extensions of this 
mine andthe surrounding claims make an 
equally flattering exhibit. The Copper ()neen 
was sold in April to capitalists in New York 
and New England for 31,250,009, the 
heaviest mining transaction that 
has yet taken place in the Territory. The 
Cliften Copper Company has been qufttly 
reapipg a harvest from its property in the 
southeast, but this discovery with its satis- 
factory resuits gavea lively impetus to cop- 
per mining, and within six months some 
finds of marvelous richness have been made 
in other districts. In Silver Belt, about 
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forty miles southwest of Tucson, copper ore 
has been found inimmense quantities, yield- 
ing in some instances a larger per cent of the 
metal than the mines of Mule Pass: aud be- 
tween Tucson and Casa Grande veins of cop- 
per have been uncovered which threaten to 
rival those meptioned above. Copper is 
found all over the Territory by itself or in 
combination, with other metals, and this uni- 
versal prevalence will eventually depreciate 
this interest. The commercial demand for 
the metal is limitea, nor is it likely to be 
sensibly increased. The Columet and Hecla 
Mine in the Lake Supe:ior region can supply 
the whole world. The cost of reduction is 
less there than in Arizona, and the cost of 
transportation is not as great. It has been 
the interest of this company hithertoto sub- 
mit to a moderate competition rather than 
bring the price of copper down to bed-rock by 
vigorous rivalry; but should the magnificent 
deposits in Arizona be forced on the market, 
as doubtless they will be in a fewemonths, the

THE SAULSBURYS. 


Death of One of Three Brothers of Na- 
tional Reputation. 
From the -New York Times Aug. 2. 

Ex-Govy. Gove Saulsbury, of Delaware, died 
at his home in Dover, that State, on Sunday 
night, after an illness of five days, aged sixt,- 
six years. For several years he has not en- 
joyed good heaitn, but his death has created 
profound surprise among his friends, who 
understood that-he had greatly recovered of 
late. The death of the ex-Governor removes 
from the State one of its most centrai politi- 
cal figures, and one who has played a proml- 
nent und very remarkable partin Delaware 
politics forthe past twenty years. Ex-Gov. 
Saulsbury was one of three*brothers who bave 
wielded more political influence in this State 
than any other three men who ever lived 
within its bor@rs. One of his brothers, Eli, 
is the present colleague of Senator Bayard in 
the United States Senate, and the other, Wil- 
tard,is pow Chancellor, and was in the Senate 
until 1871, at which time Eli succeeded him. 

The deceased was a physician by profession, 
but from his youth hadtakena great interest 
in politics. Me became Governor inthe first 
place by chance. He was re-elected to the 
State Senate in 1862 agains» his will, and was 
made Speaker of that body: In the following 
year Wiliiam Carmon, who was Governor, 
died, and Dr. Saulsbury byfvirtue of his office 
became the Chief Executive of the State. At 
the expiration of the term he was nominated 
for the oflice by the Democrats in 1866, and 
elected after the fiercest political contest.ever 
witnessed in Delaware. 

Up to 1871 the three brothers had always 
worked together in politics, but in that year 
they became divided against each other. The 
term of the Hon. Wiliard Saulsbury in the 
United States Senate had just expired, and he 
was a enndidate for re election. The oontest 
for his seat is possibly the most remarkable 
in the annals of polities. Dr. Saulsbury was 
still Governor, but his term was to expire 
tbat vear, and he announced himself as also a 
candidate for the United States Senate. When 
the time arrived for the election it was under- 
stood that he would withdraw in favor of his 
brother, but to the surprise of people gener- 
ally, when the Legislature went into joint 
c2ucus, it was found that the thirty members 
of the General Assembly were evenly divided, 
each brotber receiving tifteen votes. The Sus- 
sex county delegation was favorable to Wil- 
lard, the Kent mémbers voted for Gove, aud 
those from New Castile were evenly di- 
vided between the two brothers. But the fact 
that the forces of the two brothers, both lead- 
ing men of the State, for the hign position, 
were so evenly divided was not the most re- 
markable circumstance 1n this strange contest. 
The manner in which both sides held out in 
the face of the moststrenuous efforts to break 
the deadlock was remarkable, and the fight 
was greatly extended, and innum- 
erable ballots taken. It at last became 
obvious that nefther of the brothers could 
he elected, and Willard, after much endeavor, 
was able to dictate the nomination, declaring 
at the time, with much bitterness, thatif he 
could not be nominated himself, he would be 
satisfied with the defeat of his brother. <Ac- 
cordingly, be succeeded in throwing all his 
own votes in favor of his brother Eli, then a 
lawver of moderate standing in Dover, and 
onthe next ballot a portion of Jr. Sauls- 
burv’s supporters deserted him, voted for 
Kli, and elected him. Eli had been a dark 
horse in the contest all along, and was elected 
Wwitbout securing the personal spite of either 
of his brothers. 

The feeling between the Chaneellor and 
the deceased Was for a long time almost pro- 
verbial in its bitterness, the, former holding 
that he had been grievously Wronged. From 
that time the ex-Governor took but little part 
in politics, and his name has not tigured with 
affuirs of the party,except as a delegate to sev- 
cral Presidential conventions. Forsometime 
nast he has been quietly practicing medicine. 
He was a consistent member of the Metho- 
dist ;piscopal Church, and was President of 
the Wilmington Conference Academy. 

Ife was to have sailed for London shortly 
to attend the EKeumenical Council of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church as a delegate. 


Almost Over the Falls. 
Niagara Falls Special tothe Cincinnati Gazette. 
The resiflents of Chippewa, asmall town 
two miles from here up the Niagara River, 
were startled at dusk last evening by hearing 
loud cries for belp from the river, which was 
covered With an impenetrable fog.

The 
town vell was rung and some parties 
fired guns; no other effort under the circum- 
stances could be tmnade to save the unfortu- 
nate men, and those who had gathered onthe 
shore from hearing their cries stood stricken 
with terror, knowing the fearful death await- 
ing the occupanis of the boat. (rreenwood, 
seeing bis dangerous position, let go his an- 
chor, Which, fortunely, took hold. ofthe 
rocks, and he was saved. ile kept shouting 
for belp at intervals all night, and this morn 

ing was found riding safely atunchor. The 
Lebmans, having no anchor in (their boat, 
drifted down with the rapids, shrieking fran- 
tically for help. Almost bv a miracle the 
current swept them against a projecting 
point near Burning Springs, and they were 
saved. They returned as quickly as possible 
to Chippewa, secured aid, and waited until 
davbreak, when with great diflicultv and 
daring they suececded in rescuing their com 

rade,

A PROMISING SCHOLAR. 


The Romantic Rascality of a Sunday- 
School Boy. 
Pittsburg Special to the Chicago Tribune. 


An important arrest was made at Johns- 
town, Cambria county, this State, about sixty 
wiles from Pittsburg, at a late hour last night, 
the details of which border on the romantic. 
The name of the person arrested is Frank H. 
Banks. He isanative of Phonixville, Pa., 
and isonly 28 years old. Heis accused of 
swindhng an old man named Garrett out of 
nearly $9,000. Garrett formerly resided in 
Pteenixville, but for several years past has 
neen a citizen of San Francisco. He was a 
Sunday-school teacher in Phenixville, and 
one of his brightest and most attentive schol- 
ars was Banks. Upon leaving for San Fran- 
cisco Mr. Garrett expressed confidence 
in the future career of the boy, and gave 
a considerable sum of money toward de- 
fra\ing the expenses of a European trip 
which bis parents had arranged for him. 
During his absence abroad young Banks was 
a reguiar contributor to several local papers, 
some of his articles possessing a high degree 
of merit. He returned home in due time and 
settled down to a quiet sort of life, which 
continued until June lust, when he again 
sprang into notoriety. Mr. Garrett had some 
property to dispose of and some ciaims to 
collect in Phanixville. He wrote to his for- 
mer Sunday-school pupil in relation to the 
matter, and the answer was returned that, 
having graduated as a member of the bar, he 
(Banks) was prepared to transact his 
business for him. The necessary 
power of attorney was forwarded, 
and the sum of $6,480 was 
realized from the assets of the property 
claimed by the former religious pfeceptor of 
the young man. Notice was sent on to this 
effect, and the grateful Garrett wrote in an- 
swer that the odd dollars above #9,000 should 
be retained by Banks for his services, and 
that a draft for the balance might be for- 
warded to San-Franciseo. It bappened that 
Banks concluded to take a trip westward 
about the time the order was received,and he 
started for St. Louis with the entire amount 
of cush in his possession. Purchases of ele- 
rant clothing were first made, and he also 
invested in no less than tive handsome breast- 
pins. After “doing”? that city for a short 
time, he Visited Chicago and took 
a look at the German Sangerfest  fes- 
tivities. Whilé there he claims some 
adroit raseal cut a slit in the pistol pocket of 
his pantaloons, in which 3,000 belonging to 
Mr. Garrett had been placed for safe-Keeping, 
and the pocket book containing the bank bills 
was abstracted. The balance of the money 
bad been located in another pocket, and the 
thief failed to secure it. In proofof his loss 
the young man showed several officers the 
garment which had been ripped open. A cur- 
sory view of it would bear him outinhis as- 
sertion, but, upon careful inspection, it was 
noticed the cut was made for deceptive pur- 
poses, as the inner part of the pocket was not 
penetrated by the knife. ‘The original sum, 
less the Ms0, was to have 
been deposited with Drexel & Co., 
bankers, of Philadelphia, subject to the 
order of Mr. Garrett: but, finding that no 
notification was forwarded, the old gentie- 
man got uneasy and wrote to an attorney in 
St. Louis tolook up the matter. A few in- 
quiries Were made, andthe latter felt satis- 
lied there Was some crookedness apparent, so 
he came to the conclusion to investigate the 
affair.’ A detective was accordingly put upon 
the track. He arrived at Johnstown on Sat- 
urday, and last night concluded to make the 
annest. He found Banksin bis room in the 
act of packing his trunks. Ile was taken to the 
lock-up, Where an examination was made of 
his personal effects. Upon his person was 
found the sum of S831 ita bank 
bills, several valuable scarf and 
breast pins, and aie fine gold watch. 
His trunk wastilled with a large assortment 
of clothing fine enough fora king. A num ber 
of letters and postal cards were also found in 
his possession. One of the former was from 
a voung lady in Cleveland. One of the postals 
was ecddressedtoa manat Mingo Station, 
stating that Banks was about toleave for New 
York. He had written a lettertoa frieud in 
Chicago named Gates,giving a fictitious name 
Which ledto bis identification and arrest 
here. He wiil have a hearing .to-morrow. 
Banks is well known here, where heis con- 
sidered a sharp, shrewd fellow. He has trav- 
eled allover this country and Europe. His 
parents are Wealthy, respectable people.

of Wheat. 


Interviews With Leading Exporters on 


- the Subject. 


Yesterday the Wheat Committee presented 
tothe Exchange directory type-samples of 
the standards to govern the inspection of 
wheat during the present season. The 
standards were adapted by the board, and 
this morning the type-sampjes were on exhi- 
bition in the secretary’s office, where they 


were viewed by all the members interested 
in that large branch of the St. Louis grain 
trade.. It was the universal opinion of all that 
grade No. 2, which is the stand- 
ard grade, had been lowered full half a grade 
from the changed grade of January !. John 
Fears, one of the grain-inspectors, and a pro- 
nounced expert, made a critical examination 
of the different grudes. He expressed it as 
his judgment that the No. 2 red was a full 
half asad below the late changed grade, and 
a full grade lower than last year before the 
change went into effect, or just/ about the 
same as last year’s No. 3. The No.2 was 
about the only one showing material change, 
though No. 1 seemed to be lowered about as 
much as No, 2, or equal toa good No. 2 of last 
vear. All the grain receivers were well 
pleased with the standards. Their views were 
expressed by Mr. Tom Booth, who was 
the prime mover in having the grades lower- 
ed lust year. 

He saig: *“*I have examined the standards 
and think they wiil meet the views of cotn- 
trv shippers. This will enable us to meet 
the Chicago and Toledo markets on the same 
footing. My ideais that exporters, specula- 
tors and receivers Will be better satisfied with 
the changed grades.”’ 

Mr. Booth was, however, mistaken in his 
opinion that European exporters would be 
satistied. On the contrary there was a pret- 
ty generel expression of dissatisfaction 
amongthose spoken to on the subject. 
some of them were in favor 
of protesting against the action 
of the directors in adopting these standard-, 
and there was some talk of movingin that 
direction, but there was no unanimity of feel- 
ing and nothing was done to-day. One ofthe 
leading exporters in conversation with a 
P.-D. reporter said: 

‘No.2 hus been lowered full a half grade. 
What willexporters do who have bought 
ahead for September and October’ They 
can’t stand a loss of 5c, which this lowering of 
the grades is equivalentto. Why, a receiver 
claimed tome thatthese grades were not 
lowered enough, and that with 
these grades and the present poor 
quality of the crop we would 
not receive any No.2. The fact ofthe matter 
is that under the old standard of inspection 
half the new wheat coming has gone No. 2.’’ 

Mr. Chas. Orthwein was realiv indignant 
over the change. ‘*Why, sir,’’? he exclaimed, 
“they are lower than any other market, 
lower even than Baltimore. There seems to 
be an effort here to corrupt our grades and 
press thei lower and lower.’’ 

‘“‘Will the exporters take any action in the 
matter?’? he was asked. 

‘*T hardly think so. I don’t look for much 
of any export trade this season,and naturally 
I am not so interested as  other- 
wise I would ke. The directors have no 
right to make this change. They have no 
right to interfere with existing contracts al- 
ready made ahead.”’ 

Mr. Breedlove Smith, representing Gordon 
& Gomila, of New Orleans, did not share in 
the opinion of his brother exporters. Mr. 
Smith said: “*My idea ofa No.2 is that it 
represents the average of a crop, and as acrop 
varies in quality from year to year so will the 
No. 2 vary. When the crop is of a high 
quality then the No.2 willbea high stand- 
ard: when the crop is lowthen the No. 2 wil! 
be low. I don’t think this change 
will have anv damaging effect 
upon our export trade. Kurope 
knows thatif our crop is lowin quality that 
faet will necessarily lower our standard, and 
she will recognize this and accept our stand- 
ards when samples are sent her of our pres- 
ent] grades. Sales ahead are made upon 
basis of the new standard,and this change 
will have no effect upon these sales,” 

Later, Mr. Smith was metagain and re- 
marked: ‘J saw those standards. Last year 
by a vote of the Exchange the grades were 
lowered. This vear as the cropis undeniably 
lowerin quality the grades had also to be 
lowered. Except the cheatin this sample of 
No. 2— and i think there is 
more in_ the samples than will 
appear in. ordinary sbipments—this sample 
is perfectly satisfactory to me, and | antici- 
pate a good business this season.” 
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THE BEER BRAWL. 


Wholesale Prices Likely to be Re- 


stored— What the Brewers Say. 
The brewers gathered in their corner this 


morning at the Exchange, the main topic of 


the discussion being, of course, the reduced 
price of beer furnished to the retail trade. 
Mr. Lemp caine home last evening unexpect- 
ediv, and he left town again upon receipt of 
a telegram from 'lannibal stat- 
ing that his ice-houses were ablaze 
Before leaving, however, he prepared a card 
published to-day, which isintended as an an- 
nouncement to the trade and tothe public. 
le adberes to the old price, 48 per barrel of 
four kegs, and{states that the qualitv of the 
beer cannot be kept up atalower figure. 
This ftimatum of one of the larvest 
brewers in the city has bad a 
quieting effect, and many brewers at the Ex- 
change this morning were of the opinion that 
prices would be restored before the close of 
the week. Mr. Ellis Wainwright said: “*There 
is no desire in the trade to keep up a fight. 
This whole trouble arose from a bitter com- 
petition between two tirms on Ma: ket street. 
but for the cut to >7 _ introduced 
by the manager of Winkelmeyer’s brewery, 
there would be complete harmony to-day. 
Lemp’s card pretty well expresses the senti- 
ment of the brewers; good beer cannot be 
supplied for less than 48 per barre!, and the 
St. Louis trade is interested in keeping up a 
national reputation fur good,wholesome beer. 
All the brewers are heavily stocked with 
beer for months shead and there would be no 
sense in brewing an inferior quality from this 
time on to meet cut rates, because prices 
might vo up in the future and then we should 
have a worthless stockon our hands. The 
coinpetition is of course upon the best quality 


of beer,and the custom of the retail trade de- P 


pends upon it. The saloon-keepers are nearly 
all in favor of restoring the old uniform price 
and there is little doubt thatin afew davs 
beer will be supplied again at the old price. 
Even the smaller saloons and eroceries com- 
plain of the cut because enstomers are calling 
for larger quantities, both by the glass and 
the bueket.”’ 

The meeting of brewers and saloen-keepers 
yesterday at Druids’ Hall was not largely at? 
tended, but the sentiment expressed was in 
accord with the views of the brewers at the 
Exchange to-day. 

There is a veneral impression, however, 
that the war will have produced the effect of 
lopping off the svstem of discounts entirely.

SWEET SPRINGS. MO., August 4.—The 
Sweet Springs resort, which for the past 
several years has been quite an attraction for =f. 
Louisans and the people of Missouri, has this 
summer received a new impetus and increas- 
ed patronage by virtue: of the successful 
completion of the pipe line,whereby the wa- 
ters from the two large salt springs, five 
miles distant, are brought totbe hotel grounds. 
This improvement has been contemplated for 
several years, but in view of the large ex- 
pense it was not undertaken until the past 
spring, and the work only completed a few 
weeks ago. The pipe is tive inches in diame- 
ter and the flow of Water about 200 gallons per 
minute. The discharge isin two large octagonal 
swimming pools varying in depth from three 
to five and one-half feet, one for ladies and 
onelfor gentlemen. This water, besides being 
very salty, contains sulphur and many other 
minerals, and a large element of sulphuretted 
hydrogen gas. The effect of the bath is such 
as to completely enamor every one with it, 
and each day you hear regular habitues 
of sea-nathing express the preference 
for vbis. The temperature of the 
water atthe springis about 6 degrees, but 
the friction through the long pipe line raises 
the temapersture to 75 degrees. The hours
